being opium dross, and the false description 
applied was in the shape of a label bearing the 
initials ‘H.K.C.J2 H.D.O2 That label was ao 
imitation of the label used by. the Opium 
Farrier to cover packages of dross opium 
manufactured by him, The false description 
was applied to the goods by the prisoner 
for the purpose of misleading the public 
and to make them believe that the opium 
which he’ was selling was manufactured 
by the..Opiu-n' Farmer, The second count 
was that the accused had in his possession 
for the purpose of: trade packages bearing. 
a false description well knowing the same 
to be false.

It is surprising what a little is known of the 
ornithology of Hongkong or its neighbour: 
hood, and when one chances to come across an 
arlicle on local birds and finds that during 4 
yearand a hall's collecting a gentleman has 
shot some 170 different species in and around 
ouristand the wonder is thatthe interesting 
hobby has not produced works by many 
naturalists, Ina recent issue of The 7éts, is a 
contribution from the pen of Mr. J. C. Ker 
shaw, F'2.8., the pleasure of whose acquain- 
tance we have had for several years, Ue there 
gives a list of birds of the Kwangtung coast, 
and in a few introductory remarks says :-— 

The following list of birds is the result of 
about a year and a half’s collecting (October 
1991 to June 1903) in the districts round Hong. 
kong and Macao, mostly at the latier pl ce. 
For the identifications 1 am mainly indebted to 
Mr PF. W. Styan The list of ducks might be 
very considerably increased, but I have in- 
cluded only those of which I have shot speci: 
mens myself, Attention was chiefly paid to 
the land-bires, but on the whole the district is 
a very poor one for trees, the level ground being 
densely populated and well cultivated, whilst 
the hil's are for the most part barren 
or sparsely wooded with fir, which are cut 
periodically for firewood, and never allowed to 
attain any considerable size, Almost the only 
patches of wood aie behind the villages, and 
consist principally of banyan and bamboo, 
with scrubby undergrowth.
